Almost every merchant coming to the city 
from the Southwest to purchase his fall supply of 
goods is armed with bills of lading or o docu- 
ments to prove tbe rate from Eastern cities, and 
with the threat that they would go elsewhere if 
they were not acccorded justice here, they have 
obtained from the railroads such rates as they 
never had before. Railroad companies, in seif- 
defense, have made special rates on various ship- 
ments, and instead of driving trade away from this 
city, as the railroad people from the first clai med 
it would do, the Post-Dispaton has brought to St.

COMMODORE PEREY'S STATUE. 


Laying of the Cerner-8tone by the Masonic 
Fraternity at Newport, R. I. 
Newport, R IL. September 1.—The ceremony of 

laying the corner-stone of the statue to the mam- 
ory of Commodore Oliver Hazard Perry, of Lake 
Erie fame, was performed this morning with all the 
pomp and ritual of the Grand Lodge of Masons.

The Exposition Shafting Reeelves Its 
Initial Start To- Day. 


A Successful Test—The Big Ventilator 


Viewed by a Committee—Notes of 
the Show. 


Machinery Hall felt the thrill of steam this morn- 
ing through its lines of shafting, and everything 


were gathered around to see how the compliéated 
gearing would work. Last night for a few moments 
the pulleys and wheels were given a trial, but this 
morning was reserved for thé first grand test. 
The most interest centered in the work- 
ing of the large _—_ elevator, which 


is to supply Music Hall and the Exposition naves 
with pure air. It is one ot the largest in use in 
America, having a capacity of 80.000 cubic feet of 
air a minute. means ofan immense e ust 
shaft, all the foul air is carried up and poured out 
of the build ing, its place being taken by great gusts 
of air generated by a tremendous fan driven by a 
fifteen horse-power engine,and capable of revolving 
at a terrific rate of =. The fan and entire 
ventilatiag apparatus is situated on the basement 
floor, just south of the pump exhibit, where it 
takes up all the space between the east and west 
naves. With all these arrangements for the — 2 
ing of the atmosphere the public cannot crowd in 
too thickly to render the air deleterious. 

Probably more than ever there will be witnessed 
a number of large signs over exhibits; not 

of a swingin nature, but great 
big continuances to ca the popular eye. There 
is a standing rule that swinging signs or those 
erected for the exhibit at St. Louis shall be not 
lon than two feet, but this restriction does not 
apply to the signs for wail use. This year there 
promises to be an unusual collection of the latter, 
and already huge lezénds atiract the eye at almost 
every turn one makesin the incomplete naves 
Some are so large as to cover nearly all the 1 
space of a display, while others are so giaringly 
brought out as to be the first thing to strike the 
eye when one gets within range of its many colors 
and large lettering. It is a long distance down 
any of the naves, but it wil be an easy matter for 
a visitor to read half a dozen signs from the ro- 
motest end of the corridor. Secretary Johnston was 
asked to day why this change was 80 
apparent this year and whether it was altogether 
an advantage. “I cannot say that it is.“ was the 
reply. “In fact. Iam persuaded that these large 
sigas are not of benefit to the exhibitorsor the 
Exposition as a whole. First, if a person comes in 
at the entrance, sees several signs in the distance 
and knows pretty weil what is at the other end, it 
is But natural that he should go around some other 
nave first, saying, I know what's down there and I 
ess I'll go around and see the other part first.’ 
Now, if those signs had not been there be would as 
soon have taken the first nave as any other, Again, 
the most important thing about exhibition is that 
the display should catch the eye first the sign 
last. That is, a visitor should be atiracied by the 
beauty of the exhibit to such an extent that he 
would search forthe sign. Doing 80. look- 
ing up to see the name of the firm, he would 
very naturally leave with the impression of tue 
exhibit stamped on his mind. . 
MACHINERY HALL 
is a scene of bustic and general interest this week. 
Machindry is pouring in on all three sides, and 
dray teamscarrying great loads of iron are the 
objects that draw crowds around the entrances 
while the unloading is going on. Tue most im- 
portant exhivit down stairs that is now 
nearly ready for display is the pump 
exhibit, that has already begun to show its beauty 
of outline in the shadowy location next to the big 
tank. The latter will be used to its full capacity 
this year, and the extent of the general pump ex- 
hivit promises that the 30,000 galions will not be any 
too many.

A penalty is provided for the violation of the 
statute, and yet the law is unquestionably violated 
by railway managers every day in the year, so far 
as the transportation of freight is concerned. 
There seems to be po troubie in regard to passen- 
ger tariffs. So much per mile is charged, whether 
the distance be long or short. when it comes 
to freights, the managers do as they please, re 
gardiess of all or any law. 

We believe managers should beheld toa strict 
accountability. They should be made to obey the 
laws the same as individuals. Discrimination in 
favor of cities, towns or individuals is wrong in 
every sense. It is prohibited by law. Wherever 
there is an instance of it there shouid be a prosecu- 
tion, and the full penalty provided by the statute 
should be applied. 

We warn railway managers now that unless they 
themselves effect a speedy reform, a heavy hand 
will be laid upon them inthe near future. The 
people will not be trified with longer, and at the 
election for members of thé Legislature a year 
hence they will make their power felt.

Gen. Fitshugh Lee Opens the Cam- 
paign at Accomac Court House. 


An Eloquent Speech — Scathing 
Arraignment of the Republican 
Candidate and Platform—The Debt 
Question Fully Discussed. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
Wasuinoron, D. C., September 1.—Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee formally opened the Virginia campaign yester- 
day at Accomac Court House, and in the course of 
a lengthy speech he said: “The Republican plat- 
form arraigns the Democratic party principally for 
its debt legislation, alleged hostility to free schools, 


for the unfor tunate riot at Danville two years ago, 


and for its general obstruction of progress in the 
material and political interests in the State. The 
debt trouble arose from the action of the Repub” 
licans. More Republicans voted in 1871 for 
the funding bill than Democrats. The leader 
of the Republican party in this State 
declared that it had deen the idle. 


inconsiderate and vindictive meddl through 
2 ili-conceived an ag pa 


islature that had arrested the quiet and orderly 
settlement of the whole matter of the debt on the 
basis — — rr — to — great age 
ment o peace o o people an against 0 
interest of the citizens. But Gen. Mahone's charges 
were idle. The Democratic y two years in 
Richmond, acce 


the settlement of the State debt pro- 
nounced constitutional by the courts of 
resort, Federal and State, and pledged itself to 
oppose all agitation of the question on any dis- 
turbance of that settlement by repeal! or otherwise. 
The Legislature of Virginia also adopted a resolu- 
tion in both branches, that the people of Virginia 
accepted, the act of February 14, 1 known as 
THE ‘RIDDLEBERGER BILL,’ 
as the ultimate settiement of the debt of the State, 
that it is their unalterabie purpose that tne settle- 
ment shall be flual and that their expectation that 
any settlement of the debt of the State upon any 
other basis will never made or tolerated 
by the people of Virginia is absolutely illusory and 
hopeless. The Democratic party not only accepted 
by resolutions adopted by its legislature and state 
conventions the Riddleberger bill, but also the ac- 
companyin measures known as the ‘coupon 
killers’ in spirit of its written and the letter of 
its spoken mises. The Democratic party agreed 
to make them effectual by all constitutio le isla - 
tion which it might be called on to enact, or which 
the ex'gencies of any occas.on might require. This 
is what the mocratic arty promised, 
and this is what it performed, nothing 
more or less. Gov. Cameron's first 
message to the Legislature called attention to the 
necessity of prompt amendments to the ‘coupon 
killers.’

ceased to be a matter of doliars and cenw and was 
now a question of State sovereignty, a question in 
which every State of the Union was vitally inter- 
ested. In 1798 the Legislature of Virginia responded 
to a request from John Hancock of Massachusetts, 
who requested the Legislature to consider a ques- 
tion then made prominent by a suit against the 
State of Massachusetts by William Vassals, the 
result ef which the Chief Justice, speak 
ing through Bradley. says: “We are ound 
to give its full and substantial bearing and effect.” 
The remedy, in General Lee’s opinion, was to pro- 
test against the bold judicial usurpation of the 
Supreme Court, and insist that the Eleventh 
Amendment shail not be violated or evaded. The 
jurisdiction of the Federal Courts must be kept 
within he plain meaning of the Coristitution. 
discussing John 8. Wise, General was 
GUARDED AND DIGNIFIED IN KIS LANGUAGE. 
He did not fail, however, to criticise aim severely. 
John 8. Wise indorsed that part of 
Republican platform which 
the Democrats of r prem 
sassins because 0 the unfortunate 
fight at Danville. Mr. Wise, in one of his speecnes 
a few days ago, bad also termed the Democratic 
Legisiature a lot of seat stealing, shotgun thieves.”

MowrreaL, Septeraber 1.—Montreal Hebrew cir- 
cles arein a state of ferment.

It is one of the surprising ta in Russia, that, 
while her Government is the most absolute 
despotism on the globe, it permits Finland to have 
a legislature and local seif government.
